In accordance with the Warrant, the voters met at the 
Elizabeth Theatre, Tuesday, Feb. 17th. At 9.51 o’clock A. M. 
a quorum being present the meeting was called to order by 
George E. Dean, Moderator, and opened by a prayer from the 
Rev. Leonard S. Nightwine. ’ 

For Officers in attendance the following were appointed: 
Laban T. Robbins, James P. Hazelton. 

Floor Tellers appointed and sworn by Arthur Underwood, 
Notary Public, were: Clayton Collins, Arnold J. Gifford, 
Charles B. Fisher, Albert E. Landers, Elsie R. Davis. 

Miss Gertrude Collins was sworn by Geo. E. Dean, Mod- 
erator, as the stenographer for the duration of the Annual 
Town Meeting. 

Due to the fact that the Town Clerk, William H. Hewins, 
was unable to attend the meeting, his assistant, Eunice M. 
Lawrence, was appointed by ballot as temporary Town Clerk 
according to statute. One ballot was cast by the Town Coun- 
sel, John P. Sylvia, after which the temporary Town Clerk 
was sworn to office by the Moderator. 

The hours of the meeting were voted to be from 9 o’clock, 
A. M. to 12 o’clock M. and from 1.15 o’clock P. M. on, the hour 
of closing being left open to decision on each day’s meeting. 

The Standing Votes as printed in the Town Report of 
1930 were voted as the Standing Votes of this meeting. 


Art. 2. To hear the reports of committees and act there- 
on. 

Voted, that the reports as printed in the town report be 
accepted. 

Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize its Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in 
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anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 
Voted, that the Town Treasurer with the approval of the 


Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of revenue of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1931, and to issue a note or notes there- 
for payable within one year, any debt or debts incurred un- 
der this vote to be paid from revenue of said financial year. 
Voted unanimous, a quorum being present. 

Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company to light the streets for the coming year or take any 
other action thereon.

them in 1926 and in place thereof purchase the parcel of land 
commonly designated as the triangular parcel to be used for 
the purposes of a bathing beach for residents of Falmouth 
and their guests, authorize the Selectmen to execute the 
necessary instruments and attend to the details, and out of 
the appropriation of $7500.00 made in 1930 for settlement of 
these cases pay the sum of $6000. for said land and appro- 
priate the sum of $250.00 or such part thereof as may be 
necessary for expenses.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the taxpayers and voters of Falmouth, we, the Select- 
men, hereby submit the following as our report. 

During the year 1931 we are pleased to report that we 
have been very successful in the settlement of various peti- 
tions for damages which have been pending against the Town 
of Falmouth, some of which cases have been pending for sev- 
eral years. The cases which we have adjusted during the 
year have been the three different suits brought by George B. 
White, James T. Galligan and Arthur A. Williams respective- 
ly, against the Town of Falmouth to recover damages aris- 
ing out of the establishment of the building lines on Main 
Street in Falmouth. All of these cases have been settled with- 
out trial by the Town Counsel with our approval. This leaves 
pending at the present time, arising out of claims of damages 
because of the establishment of building lines, only the case 
brought by Harris Malchman. — 

There is also pending an action of tort brought by Harris 
Malchman against the Town of Falmouth to recover damages 
alleged to have been caused him by acts of the Town and 
Town Officials. Both of these cases have been pending in 
the Superior Court but have not as yet been reached for trial. 

The settlement of the so-called Chappaquoit land dam- 
age cases have not up to this time been entirely completed 
as there remains certain legal work to be done such as ex- 
change of agreements, drafting of deeds and disposition of 
these four cases on the Court records but it is expected that 
the settlement of these cases will be finished very soon as 
the terms of settlement have been substantially agreed upon. 
When the settlement of these cases is finally completed, the 
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Town of Falmouth will be free of litigation except the two 
Malchman cases above referred to. 

There have been several petitions received by the Board 
asking for the laying out of roads. These petitions have all 
received our prompt attention and will be presented for the 
acceptance of the Town at the Annual Town Meeting. 

The Buzzards Bay Gas Company, the last utility to come 
to Falmouth, report that they have up to time of writing in- 
stalled 197 services and anticipate a large increase in busi- 
ness for 1932.

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Report of Governor’s Street & Highway 
Safety Committee 


December 21, 1931. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Falmouth: 

I hand to you herewith the annual report of the Gov- 
ernor’s Street and Highway Safety Committee for the Town 
of Falmouth, as approved and adopted by vote of the com- 
mittee December 17, 1931, for inclusion in the Annual Report 
of the Town of Falmouth.

The Governor’s Street and Highway Safety Committee 
of Falmouth, appointed by the Selectmen in November, 1929, 
at the request of Governor Frank G. Allen, is pleased to re- 
port, for the year 1931, a decided decrease in motor vehicle 
accidents and fatalities in Falmouth. 

In 1930 four persons were killed and 43 injured; in 1931 
these figures were reduced to two persons killed and 16 in- 
jured. Seven pedestrians were struck by cars in Falmouth in 
1930; only three were so injured in 1931. 

Three causes undoubtedly contributed to this happy re- 
sult: 

First:—an enlarged police department which, for the 
first time, was able to maintain officers on duty twenty-four 
hours a day and patrol roads where traffic is heavy with offi- 
cers in cars and on a motorcycle. 

Second:—An aroused public consciousness of the neces- 
sity for greater safety on the highways. 
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Third:—The co-operation of State and local highway 
authorities in marking dangerous curves, re-surfacing 
‘skiddy’ asphalt roads and clearing brush along thickly-wood- 
ed country roads. 

Your committee has been privileged to lend its approval 
and support to the work of the police on the highways; its 
effort to bringing the importance of safety before the pub- 
lic; and its suggestions to the authorities for marking or oth- 
erwise improving conditions on the highways. 

In the case of the East Falmouth State highway, which 
in 1930 had two fatalities and 11 accidents, the committee 
took the question up with the State Department of Publie 
Works, following a fatal accident in August, 1930, and re- 
ceived fine co-operation. Within a few days the State en- 
gineers placed much-needed danger signals on the bad curve 
by the old Teaticket School, and later re-surfaced the road 
at that point, reducing the hazard of skidding greatly. To 
this may be attributed the record of reducing accidents on 
this road from 11 to only 6 minor crashes in 1931. 

The committee would call attention to the fact that the 
accident-center this year has shifted to the Woods Hole high- 
way where two deaths and a total of seven accidents oc- 
curred in 1931. After investigation of the accidents the com- 
mittee is satisfied that it is not the condition of the road but 
the recklessness of drivers that was responsible. The same 
diagnosis can be made of the State Highway on Route 28 be- 
tween Falmouth and North Falmouth. Several bad accidents 
occurred on this road, but in each case were due either to ex- 
cessive speed, drunken driving, or both. 

The committee after a study of the situation, on Decem- 
ber 17, 1931, went on record as recognizing a real hazard in 
the lack of proper sidewalks along main travelled thorough- 
fares in the Town of Falmouth. Resolutions pointing out the 
danger to pedestrians and hazard to drivers of motor vehi- 
cles were adopted and construction of sidewalks urged in 
communications sent to the Selectmen, the Finance Commit- 
tee and the State Department of Public Works. The validity 
of this viewpoint was tragically upheld the next night, Dec. 
18, when three pedestrians on the East Falmouth State high- 
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way were struck by a car, two fortunately escaping with light 
injuries, the third, a woman, receiving a fractured spine. 

In December of 1930 the committee voted to endeavor to 
have the town adopt the Model Traffic Ordinance recom- 
mended by the National Safety Council and Department of . 
Commerce. The committee inserted two articles in the war- 
rant for the Annual Meeting of 1931, as follows: 

Art. 121. To see if the town will vote to have a set of 
Traffic By-Laws adopted from the “Model Traffic Ordinance” 
approved by the National Safety Council to be prepared by the 
selectmen with the assistance of the Town Counsel for sub- 
mission to the next town meeting. On petition of the Gov- 
ernor’s Street and Highway Safety Committee. 

Art. 122. To see if the town will vote to adopt the follow- 
ing as a By-Law of the Town of Falmouth: “Every driver of 
a vehicle or other conveyance travelling on any street inter- 
secting any Through Street designated as such by the select- 
men shall stop such vehicle or other conveyance at the place 
where such street meets the prolongation of the nearest prop- 
erty line of such Through Street, subject, however, to the di- 
rection of any traffic control sign or any police officer at such 
intersection. Any person violating the provisions of these 
By-Laws, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $20 for 
each offense.” On petition of the Governor’s Street and High- 
way Safety Committee. 

Article 122 was adopted by the town meeting but later 
disapproved, owing to technicalities, by the Attorney-General. 
Legal advice has been obtained and the committee has in- 
serted a similar article, properly drafted, in the warrant for 
the annual meeting of 1932 and hopes for support of the vot- 
ers in completing the legal necessities in connection with the 
Through Way on Main Street. 

On Article 121 the town voted that the selectmen and 
Town Counsel be instructed to prepare a set of up-to-date 
traffic by-laws to be submitted “to the next town meeting.” 
The next town meeting occurred Dec. 2, 1931. It was a short 
warrant, chiefly concerned with measures for relief of dis- 
tress from unemployment; and no report on Traffic By-Laws 
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was made at this time. The Committee anticipates that the 
selectmen and Town Counsel have prepared their report and 
hope that the model Traffic By-Laws thus compiled will ap- 
pear in the warrant for the 1932 annual meeting for consid- 
eration by the voters. 

No appropriations have been voted to this committee, 
small expenses accruing having been cheerfully borne by the 
members; there are, therefore no accounts to be rendered. 

The committee is gratified to be able to submit a report 
showing definite improvement in conditions of Highway Safe- 
ty in the two years since inception of their work and desires 
to record their appreciation of the co-operation of the offi- 
cials, police and townspeople in achieving this object.

Gentlemen: 

The following report presents the results of a further 
study of the Falmouth sewerage problem, made at your re- 
quest, as a result of the vote of the Town on February 18, 
1931, instructing you “to obtain plans of a sewerage system 
for the Main Street of Falmouth” and stipulating “that no 
plans for a system of sewers for any part of the Town shall 
include any pumping station or sewerage disposal area or 
device for disposal of sewage south of Main Street, or east of 
the main road from Falmouth Heights to East Falmouth.” 

As a literal interpretation of the vote restricting the sys- 
tem to Main Street alone would not provide sewerage for the 
Robbins laundry, the proponents of this redesign were re- 
quested to meet with your Committee on April 24, 1931, and 
to define the limits of the system which would meet the in- 
tention of the vote as passed. 

As a result of this meeting it became apparent that the 
objective of the restudy was a system which would include 
the business district and such parts of adjacent streets as 
need sewers immediately and can be drained to a sewer in 
Main Street—with first expenditure kept down to a minimum 
and with no pumping station, sewage disposal area or device 
located south of Main Street, or east of the main road from 
Falmouth Heights to East Falmouth. 

On the basis of this understanding, your Committee in- 
structed us to make the necessary additional surveys and to 
prepare plans of sewerage and disposal works which in the 
first construction program—with the pumping station lo- 
cated north of Main Street—would provide for the business 
district of the Village at the least possible immediate expendi- 
ture and which could later be extended and made part of a 
well coordinated system. 

We assume that it is not necessary to make any extended 
statement of the basic assumptions as to flow of sewage per 
person, anticipated leakage per mile, sewer capacity provid- 
ed, etc.—all of which were set forth in detail in our report of 
December 5, 1930. As in this earlier report, all plans and 
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elevations are referred to a datum 100 feet below mean low 
water as established at Falmouth Village by the U. S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. 

The controlling condition in the redesign of the system 
is the requirement that the pumping station shall be located 
north of Main Street and west of the main road from Fal- 
mouth Heights to East Falmouth. 

There are two main drainage courses through the area 
north of Main Street—one following the line of Weeks, Shiv- 
ericks and Fresh Ponds, with a low point in Main Street near 
Glenwood Avenue (el. 114.0), and the other following the line 
of Jones and Morse Ponds, with a low point in Main Street 
near the junction with Heights Road (el. 108.0). Between 
these low points the surface of Main Street and adjacent 
territory rises to elevation 122.0, and it is impossible to select 
a site for a single pumping station north of Main Street, to 
which all the sewage can be carried by gravity without a deep 
and expensive east and west sewer in Main Street or through 
the ridge in private property. 

A pumping station located back of the Town Hall will 
provide an economic collecting point for the sewage from the 
area north of Main Street and west of Gifford Street, from 
the system originally planned west of Fresh Pond, and from 
sewers in such limited width south of Main Street and west 
of King Street as can be drained northerly toward Main 
Street. To such a station, however, the remaining area south 
of Main Street cannot be drained by gravity, because this 
area slopes toward the waterfront with a fall of 12 - 14 feet 
between Main Street and Clinton Avenue. When sewers be- 
come necessary in this southern part of the Village, an inter- 
cepter following the line proposed in our first report from 
Walker Street through Ludlam Street, private land, Shore 
Street and Clinton Avenue, will be necessary and—if no 
pumping station is to be located south of Main Street,— this 
southern intercepter will have to be extended northerly in 
deep cut along the west shore of Inner Harbor, with a pump- 
ing station located in the Town Farm property. Through 
this northerly extension of this southern intercepter and to 
this pumping station the sewage of Falmouth Heights will 
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naturally be carried. Thus, the Town Farm appears to be a 

necessary site for a pumping station, located north of Main 

Street. To this point all the sewage of the Village which in 

the project, earlier proposed, was to be collected at a station 

near the outlet of Inner Harbor, can be carried by gravity, 
but at greater cost, due to the deep sewer northerly along 
the west shore of Inner Harbor. 

For a system limited to Main Street, however, such a long, 
round-about intercepter cannot be justified. Likewise, as has 
been already indicated, it is not possible to carry the sewage 
of the business center of the Village to a station at the Town 
Farm, without excessive depth of cutting in Main Street and 
corresponding high cost. Thus, in providing for the sewer- 
age of Main Street it has been necessary to consider the pos- 
sible economy of two pumping stations—one located near the 
low point in this street back of the Town Hall, and one at 
the Town Farm—as opposed to a deep sewer in Main Street, 
with a single station at the Town Farm. 

For the station back of the Town Hall, two schemes are 
possible, (1) to use sewage ejectors and motor driven air com- 
pressors of the type made by the Nash Engineering Company, 
with discharge through 1800 feet of 8-inch force main into 
a manhole at the summit of a shallow sewer in Main Street, 
leading to the Town Farm station, (2) to use motor driven 
horizontal, self-priming centrifugal pumps with an 8-inch 
force main (6274 feet long) extending through town-owned 
and private property to Gifford Street and through Gifford 
Street and Jones Road to a junction with the force main from 
the Town Farm station, and thence to the disposal plant. 

Thus, for the collection and disposal of the sewage of the 
business district—including Main Street from Palmer Ave- 
nue to near Heights Road, and short sections in King and 
Queen Streets for interception of the laundry wastes,—three 
schemes demand consideration: 

1. A deep sewer in Main Street (average depth 19 feet, 
maximum depth 23 feet), to carry sewage easterly by 
gravity to a single pumping station at the Town Farm, 
with 10-inch force main through private land to disposal 
plant. 
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2. A normal depth sewer in Main Street flowing west from 
the summit near King Street to an ejector station back of 
the Town Hall with discharge through an 8-inch force 
main at summit into a sewer flowing east to a pumping 
station at the Town Farm, with force main to disposal 
plant as in Scheme No. 1. 


3. A normal depth sewer in Main Street flowing west from 
the summit near King Street to a motor centrifugal pump- 
ing station back of the Town Hall, with discharge through 
an 8-inch independent force main through town and pri- 
vate property, Gifford Street and Jones Road, to a junc- 
tion with 10-inch force main, from a second motor-cen- 
trifugal station located at the Town Farm, to which the 
sewage from the summit near King Street will flow east- 
erly by gravity. 


Leaving out of the comparison the disposal plant, as com- 
mon to all these schemes, the estimated costs are as follows:

The cost differential ($9,766) between Schemes 2 and 3 
is due to the greater length and cost of the independent force 
main in Scheme 3, by which double pumping and the lower 
operating efficiency of the ejector station are avoided. This 
double pumping and lower efficiency will involve an excess 
yearly operating cost for power of some $230—equal at six 
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per cent to a capitalized expenditure of $3,833 which, if add- 
ed to Scheme 2, makes the total equivalent cost of this 
scheme $82,961. 

The analysis of relative cost therefore results as fol- 
lows : 

Scheme 1—Deep Main Street sewer and 


single station $99,726 
Scheme 2—Kjector station and re-pump- 

ing at Town Farm, equivalent cost, 82,961 
Scheme 3—Two motor-centrifugal stations 

and independent force mains 88,894 


In the light of these relative costs, it would appear 
that,—if the first construction program is to provide for 
the sewering of the whole length of Main Street easterly 
from Palmer Avenue—, Scheme 2 is economically prefer- 
able. 

Since, however, a principal objective of the vote of the 
town and of this restudy of the problem is to develop a plan 
by which the business section of the Village, most needing im- 
proved sanitary facilities, can be provided with sewerage at the 
least immediate cost—it is our opinion that the construction of 
the sewer in Main Street east of the summit near King Street, 
together with the Town Farm pumping station may reason- 
ably be deferred until the installation of this station is made 
necessary by the construction of sewers in Falmouth Heights. 

On the basis of this conclusion, the necessary first ex- 
penditure to provide sewers in Main Street from Palmer Ave- 
nue to 500 feet east of King Street, with an outlet for the 
laundry wastes through King and Queen Streets, will be that 
shown under the heading “Western Section of Main Street” 
in the estimate of Scheme 3, or $53,716, exclusive of the dis- 
posal plant. 

Such postponement of the Town Farm station is not pos- 
sible under Scheme No. 2, and for this reason we recommend 
the adoption of Scheme No. 3, with a motor centrifugal pump- 
ing station back of the Town Hall and an independent force 
main to the disposal plant into which the Town Farm pumps, 
when installed at some time in the future, will discharge 
through a branch force main. 
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The disposal plant now proposed is the same as that re- 
commended for first construction in our earlier report and 
includes a hopper-bottom settling tank of 50,000 gallons 
volume, an automatic dosing tank of 20,000 gallons volume, 
and two acres of sand filters, divided into four beds, with an 
estimated cost as follows: 


Settling tank $3,650 
Sludge beds 1,600 
Distribution system 5,940 
Filter beds 7,300 
$18,500 
Land 4,000 
$22,500 
For engineering and contingencies, 15% 3,375 
Total estimated cost equals $25,875 


Adding the preceding total to the $53,716 estimated above 
for the sewering of the business district, the Town Hall pump- 
ing station and the force main to the disposal plant, makes 
a total cost of $79,591. This, in our opinion, represents the 
least immediate expenditure possible for collecting and dis- 
posing of the sewage of the business center, by a scheme 
which can be reasonably coordinated with future extensions 
of the system. That this estimated expenditure is substan- 
tially less than that proposed in our earlier report for first 
construction program is obviously due to the fact that the 
collecting system covers less territory and that the scheme 
is based on the ultimate maintenance of two, instead of one 
pumping station. 

When sewering of the east end of Main Street requires 
the construction of the station at the Town Farm and the 
branch force main, an additional expenditure of $35,178 
will have to be made, and at some time in the future the 
round-about intercepter through the southern or shore dis- 
trict of the Village will become necessary, but conditions may 
make possible a postponement of these extensions for a 
time sufficient to justify the greater final cost. 
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In our opinion, the scheme above outlined, with a total 
cost of somewhat less than $80,000, provides a feasible meth- 
od of meeting present requirements and we recommend its 
favorable consideration. 

We have accordingly redesigned the collecting system 
wherever changes in elevations and gradients of sewers are 
necessary for adaptation to the new location of pumping sta- 
tion, and we are herewith submitting a complete new set of 
drawings, including a general plan of the proposed system, 
seventeen (17) sheets of sewer profiles, and plans of the Town 
Hall pumping station, disposal works and sewer details. 

You will note that the pumping equipment now proposed 
is of the horizontal self-priming centrifugal type suggested 
as possible, but not used, in the earlier design. In our opinion, 
this equipment has now been sufficiently demonstrated to 
justify its adoption, with resulting lower cost. 

The estimated costs are based on the same unit prices 
as were used in the earlier report, as an expression of reason- 
able average basis of cost of work, the date of which is un- 
determined. At the present time the work could be done for 
at least ten per cent below the prices used.

Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 

All roads that were voted to be hardened have been com- 
pleted except the Brick Kiln Road, the end of this road where 
the money was appropriated for is a long steep hill, not a 
road in my judgment to be hardened with gravel on account 
of the heavy flow of water that comes down at each rain 
storm. I have held the $700.00 appropriated and have in- 
serted an article in the warrant for more money for the pur- 
pose of hardening the hill with hot mix. 

There was $1,702.55 left over from last year for sidewalks 
and this was divided equaily between Woods Hole and Fal- 
mouth. 

The sidewalks built on Shore St. were by money left over 
from special appropriation for hardening and seal coating 
Shore St. 

The Asphalt plant is in very bad shape and should be re- 
placed by a new one. 

The road rollers and graders are in good shape. 

Great Pond Bridge is in a weakened condition and ex- 
tensive repairs should be made or an entire new bridge built.

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Report of Wire Inspector 


Falmouth, Mass., 
December 31, 1931. 
To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 

The inspection reports from year to year are quite simi- 
lar. As a rule there is a gain over the previous year. 

The new work in 1931 was somewhat less than 1930, while 
service changes and additions were the same. 

Permits granted for full service were 68, for changes and 
additions 38, and for specials 17. The total inspections for 
the year were 185. This does not include the numerous calls 
in regard to both old and new work that are always coming 
up. 

To those of the public who may read this report and have 
had wiring installed before the grounding rule went into ef- 
fect, we advise service changes to conform to the rule. As 
it is in the interest of personal safety. 

We find that few seem to realize the risk they are taking 
when they replace a fuse with a larger one than the branch 
circuit is made for (which is 15 amperes except for special 
circuits), to put in a larger one endangers your property. 

By increasing the size of the fuse and overloading the 
wire with an appliance that should have a separate circuit 
a party from out of town came near causing a serious fire. 
His wiring method was crude. He made no report. His de- 
mise prevented me from taking any action in the matter. 

The new Grammar School with its cable on the Hamblin 
street side of the building, makes it possible to use the vault 
in that building as a distributing point for all the buildings 
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now served from the Main Street lines. This service is 2300 
volts and has been in use many years and is an eyesore and 
menace as the pipe up the pole is on the street side where 
the hubs of trucks or other vehicles might hit it. Now seems 
2 good time to remove it. 

The fatal accident at Harwich is a warning to us to pro- 
tect our primary cables with heavy iron pipes before we have 
a similar accident. The steel taped fibre cable was supposed 
to stand hard usage but the above shows that the iron bar 
and pick are liable to injure it with direful results. With 
cne distributing point under the control of a competent per- 
son, the safety factor would be greatly improved.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


January 6, 1932. 

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 

The Water Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1931. 

At the annual town meeting in February, Mr. Eugene E. 
C. Swift was re-elected Water Commissioner for a term of 
three years. The Board re-organized in the same manner as 
previously: Mr. E. E. C. Swift, Chairman; Mr. C. E. L. Gif- 
ford, Secretary; Mr. C. W. Hadley, financial advisor. The 
office and operating staff has continued the same as last 
year with J. C. Moore, Superintendent; G. A. Griffin, Regis- 
trar, and consulting engineer (as required), Edward B. Ham- 
lin, Collector and the clerical and bookkeeping work being 
performed by Mrs. Warren Hewins and Mr. Hamlin. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S WORK 


The year 1931 as a whole was unusually wet, the total 
rainfall being 59.79 inches. There was however, a very dry 
period from early in July to August 9th. During this time 
our pumping plant was taxed to capacity. The installation 
of new pumps which was authorized at the last annual meet- 
ing was completed just in time to make use of the pumps dur- 
ing this drought, the necessity for these pumps being forcibly 
shown as otherwise it would have been doubtful, if not im- 
possible, to have met the demand that existed during this 
spell. The installation of these pumps, which are of the gaso- 
line driven centrifugal type, marks the greatest improvement 
that has been made in the system since the new Worthing- 
_ton steam pump was installed in 1926. The centrifugal type 
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works efficiently in conjunction with a reciprocating pump 
such as the Worthington steam unit, and is used as a 
“booster” when the load exceeds the capacity of the steam 
pump. The gas engine driven centrifugals are also depend- 
able and efficient units for emergency service, being easily 
started on short notice and powerful enough to deliver alone, 
more water than the present maximum requirements, and 
have a capacity sufficient to meet any demand that can rea- 
sonably be predicted for several years. 

Several extensions to the system have been made during 
the past year, the most important being one through the 
Sandwich Road, a distance of some 5000 feet. This exten- 
sion was made in accordance with a vote of the town at the 
last annual meeting when an appropriation was made from 
general taxation to meet the expense. The work was done 
by the department with a temporary addition to the force. 
This extension was authorized to relieve undesirable sani- 
tary conditions, which had been condemned by the State De- 
partment of Public Health. The revenue from the extension 
is small, and this alone would not have justified the ex- 
pense, but it is hoped that an increased number of takers 
will use town water now that it is available, and that both 
revenue and sanitary conditions will show marked improve- 
ment in the future. 

Other extensions voted this year were: a 6-inch line on 
the Quissett Harbor Road to the property of the Quissett 
Harbor Hotel; an 8-inch extension from the State Highway 
cn the Oyster Pond Road in the direction of ‘The Fells”. An 
8-inch pipe was put in at this place with the view to carrying 
it ultimately through the “Fells” property and along the 
Shore Road to connect with an existing dead end line on the 
Vineyard Sound lots at Woods Hole. This would make an- 
other source of supply to Woods Hole and should materially 
improve the pressure conditions there during the heavy sum- 
mer demand. Both these extensions were financed from 
water department funds and were put in under a 9% guaran- 
ty. Another main line extension along the Beach Road from 
Maravista Ave. easterly, was put in by the department under 
its minor extension appropriation. This was needed to sup- 
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ply an increasing number of new houses along the beach 
road, and will also ultimately be extended to Acapesket from 
its present terminus (100 feet west of the Great Pond Bridge). 
The revenue from this extension is considerably in excess of 
9% at present. 

Details of all pipe extensions are given further on under 
the heading “Maintenance”. 

An important item in up-keep of the system was the 
painting of the West Falmouth and Woods Hole standpipes. 
As Quissett standpipe was painted last year no further work 
along this line will probably be needed for three or four 
years. 

Progress has been made in the meter program to the 
extent of installing meters in all houses in the “Moors” sec- 
tion, totalling 26, metering all services on the Woods Hole 
Golf Course and a few large services where there is an un- 
usual demand for sprinkling lawns and gardens. It is our 
intention to continue this program as rapidly as conditions 
warrant and funds are available. 

Meter rates have not been established for domestic con- 
sumers, but the installation at the Moors has proven useful 
in providing us certain information as to the amount of water 
used and in serving as a guide to establishing a fair and 
equitable rate when the time comes to put such into effect. 
As has been noted in previous reports, rates which would 
apply in a year-round community would not be sufficient 
to maintain the system in a community having a very large 
summer peak load. 

Long Pond has continued at a high level during the year 
and is undoubtedly an ample supply of water equal to any 
demand that can be foreseen. Another important feature of 
maintenance work was cleaning of the main line from Tea- 
ticket to East Falmouth, about four miles of 8-inch pipe 
which has been in service since 1905. This was found to be 
badly tuberculated and its cleaning has improved its carry- 
ing capacity in a marked degree. It is considered highly im- 
portant to have this line up to its capacity because of its 
great length and of its supplying takers over such a consid- 
erable area. It is moreover the only line supplying the east- 
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ern part of town, and should be guarded carefully, and steps 
should be taken in the near future to provide a second line 
or a loop to cover the same area. 


MAINTENANCE 


The maintenance of the system has been carried on as 
usual with the same personnel as last year. All hydrants have 
been numbered and stamped and are checked at regular in- 
tervals. A card system has been introduced for keeping a 
record of inspection and work done on each unit. The plan 
of the system has also been brought up to date with the num- 
ber of each hydrant plotted in its proper location. During 
the year a number of the old-type hydrants which flood 
when broken were taken out and replaced by either Darling 
or Eddy hydrants which are of the non-flood type. There 
were but two broken off by autos during the year. Seven new 
hydrants were added to the system, located as follows: five 
on the 8-inch Sandwich Road Extension; one on the 8-inch 
Oyster Pond Road extension at the end of the line and one 
on the 6-inch Quissett Harbor Road extension near the Quis- 
set Harbor House. All gates were inspected and operated at 
regular intervals, and it is part of the program for the com- 
ing year to plot them on the plan of the system, to give each 
a number, and institute a card system for keeping the record 
of the date of last inspection, kind, size and location. During 
the pipe cleaning operations at Megansett last fall, a number 
of gates were cut out and renewed on account of being found 
defective.

SERVICES 


There have been 89 new services added and 42 old ones 
renewed, all with copper tubing. The card tie system which 
was inaugurated last year has been kept up to date. Plans 
showing the location and ownership of all water services, 
which were started in 1930 are nearing completion. 


STANDPIPES 


All standpipes have been taken off the line at different 
times for cleaning. Woods Hole standpipe has been thor- 
oughly wire brushed on the inside and given two coats Arco 
tank paint after all bare spots had been touched up with 
Arco Chromate Primer. The steel standpipe in West Fal- 
mouth was painted two coats of Arco Stone color on the out- 
side and the inside was chipped, scraped, and wire brushed, 
removing all old material right down to the bare metal, af- 
ter which one coat Arco Chromate Primer and two coats Arco 
tank black were applied. 
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LEAKS 


There have been no major interruptions of service on 
account of failure of main lines. The usual number of small 
leaks were repaired, in most cases without shutting down the 
line. 


CLEANING MAINS 


Continuing our policy of cleaning mains which have been 
in service for a number of years, we engaged the National 
Water Main Cleaning Company to clean out the 8-inch line 
to East Falmouth leading from Jones Road to the Antlers 
Inn; this was accomplished without any serious difficulties, 
There was some delay and extra work caused by the clean- 
ing machine becoming lodged in the pipe under the Coona- 
messett River where there are many bends. The pipe was 
cut at this point and the machine dislodged after which it 
was replaced and continued its operation. The results in in- 
creased flow of water through this line have fully justified 
the expense as ultimately, if the pipe were not cleaned it 
would be necessary to lay a new line at considerably extra 
cost. 

In addition to the East Falmouth line all the mains in 
the Megansett section were cleaned by the same company. 
Besides improving the flow considerably in these pipes, valu- 
able information was obtained as to details of underground 
construction, records of which had not been kept, and cer- 
tain undesirable connections and fittings were eliminated, 
and a few new stop gates installed wherever it was deemed 
advisable. 

Practically all the older pipe in the system has now been 
cleaned except the 10-inch line on the North Falmouth State 
Road running from Landers Garage to the end of the line. 
If our finances warrant, it is expected that we shall be able 
to have this work done in 1932. 
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NEW PUMPS 


As noted previously the new pumps installed were of the 
gasoline engine driven centrifugal type. The total cost of 
installation, including the necessary pipe changes and a 
Venturi meter to measure the flow was $11,111.34. The amount 
asked for and appropriated at town meeting was $22,000 be- 
cause it was anticipated that a different type of pump would 
be required. 

As we already had a comparatively new, efficient steam 
pump, well fitted to carry the load as a regular unit, the ques- 
tion arose as to what type of pump was most suitable to meet 
the needs of the department. Considerable study was given 
to this problem both by our own staff and in consultation 
with Metcalf & Eddy, Engineers of Boston, who have had 
wide experience in such matters. Various attractive propo- 
sitions were made by manufacturers of steam pumps, Diesel 
engine pumps, and electrically operated pumps, but as a re- 
sult of the studies made it was brought out that the best unit 
to meet the needs of the plant was one which had not been 
previously offered. Besides peing least in expense, these 
pumps will involve the least operating outlay. In other words 
they are considered the best for the purpose at any price. 

To quote from the report of the engineers regarding the 
choice of pumps:—‘‘As the governing consideration in select- 
ing a new pumping unit, it would appear to be proper to as- 
sume that no other type of pumping equipment can operate 
at sufficiently lower pumping cost than your Laidlaw Worth- 
ington pump to warrant introducing a new unit to do most 
of the pumping, and justify putting the Laidlaw unit in re- 
serve. The fact that the summer consumption in a few days in 
1930 exceeded the maximum rate at which the Laidlaw can 
safely pump, shows that the new unit may have to supplement 
the capacity of the Laidlaw occasionally as well as being a 
standby unit for it. This does not involve enough total 
hours of pumping to affect the selection of the new unit, ex- 
cept that it must be a type that will work with the Laidlaw. 
The problem is clearly to select a means of pumping the re- 
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quired capacity at low first cost and the utmost dependa- 
bility. 

“Choice of Type of Pumping Equipment. Comparative 
estimates of costs and consideration of the relative advan- 
tages of various types of units for the purpose at hand have 
pointed to the choice of one or two gasoline-engine-driven 
centrifugal pumps. 

“First cost and operating cost are low. The gasoline en- 
gine driven pump is independent of boilers or of outside 
sources of power and has been developed within recent years 
for standby service to a very high degree of dependability.” 

To sum up the situation, new pumps were installed at a 
total cost of $11,111.34 which includes pumping equipment 
and all appurtenances, Venturi meter, all station and piping 
changes and other incidentals. The contract for furnishing 
engines and pumps was let out to bid with the result, that of 
the 10 bids received the lowest. was, for the pump and engines 
$7650. and the highest $11,675.00. The contract was awarded 
to the low bidder, The Turbine Equipment Company of New 
England who furnished and installed 2 six cylinder Sterling 
Gasoline engines of the marine type direct connected to two 
Delaval centrifugal pumps with a rated capacity of 1040 gal- 
lons per minute each against a head of 250 feet. 

The old Davidson unit was taken out and all outside pip- 
ing and connections made by our own force. The installation 
was completed promptly and has proven very satisfactory. 
During the changes in the pumping station and the removal 
of the old Davidson pump one of the gasoline units was set 
up out of doors with a suction leading directly into the pond 
and a discharge connected with the system through a 
hydrant. This emergency unit was ready to supply the town 
in case of a shut-down of the steam pump being necessary 
while the work of installing new pumps was going on. It was, 
however, not called upon to do any work. The first unit was 
installed and ready to operate on August 7th. 

This was capable of pumping 11% million gallons a day 
which is the average summer load. Both units were com- 
pleted and in service and the final test made in September 
when they exceeded their guaranteed capacity, and their per- 
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formance in every way was extremely satisfactory to the de- 
partment. We feel that the value of high class impartial 
engineering advice was well justified because although we 
were prepared to spend up to $22,000 for improvement to the 
pumping equipment, we have secured for about one half that 
amount, the unit best suited to our present needs and to any 
probable future development for some time to come. During 
the life of these units the savings in interest and operating 
charges alone, on the difference in cost between the pumps 
selected and those which might have been chosen, will more 
than pay for the engineering costs. 


FINANCIAL 


The method of collecting water revenue by this depart- 
ment which was begun in 1931 has continued to prove satis- 
factory and has worked efficiently from the standpoint of 
the department as well as of the taker. Some little extra 
effort has been necessary this year on account of having to 
send out more notices of unpaid bills, but in spite of the eco- 
nomic conditions we are pleased to say that the total num- 
per of outstanding accounts is only about $8000 out of the 
total commitment of over $90,000. This amount includes 
one or two large accounts which will be settled early in the 
year and also several new commitments made late in the 
year which have been due only a short time, so that the total 
amount is not greatly in excess of that of previous years. 

The water lien law has proved effective in enabling us to 
collect overdue accounts and it is to be noted that all ac- 
counts upon which liens have been placed have been collect- 
ed with the cooperation of the tax collector before it be- 
came necessary to take the extreme measures authorized by 
law for this purpose. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Certain financial statements follow intending to show the 


progress of the department as a business enterprise. The 
income account shows the result of the year’s operations with 
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certain items charged off as expense and others considered 
as investments or additions to the plant. This table also 
shows the net result of the year’s operations of the depart- 
ment. 

There was an increase of water receipts of $925.14 over 
1930, an increase in accounts receivable of $4305.95 making 
a total increase of these two items of $5231.09. Maintenance 
expense increased $2278.72, considering the expense of main- 
tenance as all the items of “expense” listed in the income 
account. As previously, all maturing water bonds (amount- 
ing to $33,500) and all interest on the water debt were paid 
from water revenue. The total amount of the interest was 
$8131.25. 

The surplus of income less “expense” was $11,083.50 of 
which $5,464.32 was expended in plant additions and net ad- 
ditions to stock on hand. 

The net surplus of income for the year as shown was 
$5619.18 which, at the end of the year is added to “water 
surplus” which is available by appropriation to the extent 
needed for maintaining the department or for new construc- 
tion. 

Special construction account includes appropriations 
made from general taxation and also transfers of water de- 
partment funds Specifically assigned to. definite purposes. 
There was an appropriation of $10,000 by the Town for the 
Sandwich Road extension and $22,000 was authorized for new 
pumps. Of this latter amount $2,000 was transferred from 
“surplus” and $9,111.34 used temporarily from this account 
in anticipation of a note issue to be made later. Other addi- 
tions to the account for this year were transfers from water 
surplus of $2107.17 as authorized at the last town meeting. 
The total amount expended from this account was $24,622.79 
leaving a balance of $3,601.05 which is available for any ex- 
tensions, land purchases for the protection of the water- 
shed, etc., but must be definitely appropriated for these pur- 
poses by vote of the town. The balance sheet is self-explana- 
tory. The principal changes noted from last year being in 
cost of plant to date to which has been added the amount 
expended for construction and purchase of land during the 
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year. The cash on deposit represents the total of water sur- 
plus plus balances of these special appropriations, less 
$9,111.34 to be refunded from future note issue. The in- 
creases in these items over 1930 are due to surplus income 
and balances of unexpended appropriation for extensions. 
The town’s equity shown in 1930 as $632,469.70 is increased 
this year by $59,548.45. 


BUDGET 


The amount asked to be appropriated to. the use of the 
department for the year 1932) is $50,195. as. against $53,700 
for the year 1931. The only important increase is under gen- 
eral expense, $2000 for material for a proposed new stock 
house, work on which has already been started and which 
will be built largely by the regular force of the department. 
Decreases will be noted in meters and fittings, the amount 
estimated this year being $2500 which is believed to be all 
that is required for the year, under standpipe repairs, a de- 
crease from $1300 to $100 and new equipment $1200 to $100. 

Comparing the expenditures of 1931 with the estimate 
for 1932, it will be noted that the amount estimated for serv- 
ices is $3600 as against about $2200 for 1931, and the amount 
for minor extensions is $4000 as against approximately $2800 
for 1931. In these two items it is necessary to allow a liberal 
margin because the number of applications for services and 
minor extensions is a matter beyond the control of this de- 
partment, and the demand for services must be met, how- 
ever great, while the requests for minor extensions are left 
to the discretion of the Commissioners with a limit of $4000 
specified by standing vote. 

Considerable work of the department for the mainten- 
ance of the system is of an emergency nature and the amount 
required can not be foreseen. It is believed that there should 
be ample allowance in the amounts which the town is re- 
quested to authorize to take care of these contingencies as 
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well as to care for, additional demands due to the normal 
growth of the department. 

In regard to services, attention is called to the fact that 
the department is reimbursed by the taker for the larger 
part of the cost and in minor extensions a return of 9% is 
guaranteed before the work is done. 

In the estimate for labor for 1932, allowance is made for 
the whole cost of the maintenance force. During the past 
year a considerable part of their time was employed on, and 
charged to, various special extensions. While so employed, 
certain maintenance operations were postponed. These will 
be continued in 1932. 

The estimated water revenue for 1932, including hydrant 
rental is $90,000. Although the revenue for 1931 was in ex- 
cess of this, we believe this to be a conservative estimate in 
view of the present financial conditions. 

Although there is apparently a large surplus on hand at 
the end of the year, attention is again called to the fact that 
most of this is due to unearned income from water rates paid 
in advance, and to a large extent obligated up to the first of 
July when new rates become due. It is recommended that 
such surplus as we have on hand available for transfer, shall 
be used in 1932 for acquiring land on the Long Pond water- 
shed. This is considered the best time to obtain the land as 
conferences with several owners have shown that they are 
willing to sell at a low price at present. Due to the fact that 
in 1933 there will be needed for maturing water bonds and 
notes $11,000 more than in 1932, we believe it a measure of 
safety not to expend more than a part of the real surplus 
now on hand, otherwise the department would have to ask 
for an appropriation by the Town to pay off this indebtedness 
in 1933 which will be $44,581.25 for bonds, notes and interest. 

The cash now on hand is $9,111.34 less than the surplus 
plus balances of special appropriations, because it was 
thought better to finance the expense of the new pump from 
our own funds as long as possible, and this amount, “bor- 
rowed” from water revenue, will be refunded to that ac- 
count by proceeds of notes to be issued in 1932, in time to 
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provide ample funds for operation and paying off maturing 
bonds and interest during the first half of the year. 


- RECOMMENDATIONS 


No major extensions are proposed by the department for 
1932. We understand however that one short extension of 
the 8-inch line toward the “Fells” will be asked for and it is 
possible that this can safely be financed from water works 
funds. An extension to Acapesket will probably be asked for 
and we believe this to be worthy if a guarantee of 9% can 
be secured. It will be necessary to raise the amount for this 
if it is voted by the Town as there will not be sufficient water 
works funds to care for it.. 

Following the Financial Statement will be found the re- 
port of the Chief Engineer of the Pumping Station, a table 
showing water pumped, and a comparative financial table.

CHIEF ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my report for the year 1931. This is 
the first year since 1928 that our pumping records show a 
decrease, this of course being due to the wet weather we had 
during the past summer months. The pond has held up well 
and the level guage shows a reading of 14 inches higher than 
at this time last year. 

Part of the time during July and August the plant was 
operated twenty-four hours a day, the longest run being from 
July 27th to August 9th. 


Engine Room 


The Worthington pump has been in operation every day 
the past year and as usual has been very economical to run, 
giving us an average of 367.8 gallons of water per pound of 
coal for the year. All suction and discharge valves on this 
pump were renewed last spring, this being all the repairs 
required for the year. The pump is now in first class condi- 
tion. 

The Sterling engines installed last summer by the Tur- 
bine Equipment Company as standby units have worked out 
well and can be run along with the Worthington or alone. 
With these new units we now have a capacity of 544 million 
gallons. 


Boiler Room 


The boilers which are inspected regularly by the Hart- 
ford Insurance Company are in good shape. A part of the 
feed line on No. 1 boiler has been renewed with extra heavy 
copper pipe and fittings, as the action of the water on brass 
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pipe eats it away in a few years, this being recommended by 
the Insurance Company. 

New arches and side pieces were put in one furnace, also 
new door hinges, and a small amount of brickwork patched 
up. In the main steam line two gaskets were replaced. 

The main flue running from boilers to stack was found 
very thin in some places. This has been patched and should 
last sometime. 

The dosing plant which has been in operation nearly 
three years is run whenever the pumps are going and appears 
to be doing good work in preventing discoloration of water. 


Living Rooms 


The living rooms are in good condition, no repairs having 
been made during the past year, with the exception of patch- 
ing a leak in the roof.

REMARKS 


A new Ahrens-Fox Ladder Truck has been added to the 
equipment, as a result of the appropriation of the last annual 
Town Meeting, 1931. This ladder truck has proven to be 
most efficient and has strengthened the Department to a 
marked degree. 

The old Ladder truck has been entirely demolished and 
that part of the chassis that proved to be of use, has been 
remodeled into a forest fire truck. 

During the last year there have been three hydrants in- 
stalled in Menauhant, connecting one to Bourne Pond and 
two at Eel Pond, thus enabling the department to obtain 
water by draft for the village of Menauhant, in the event of 
fire. 

During the last two months of the year there have been 
several serious fires but no large fires of threatening nature 
have occurred. 
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During the year there have been installed two addition- 
al sprinkler systems on Main Street, which materially re- 
duced the liability of fire as well as the insurance rates for 
the buildings. One at Wm. C. Davis Co. Furniture Store, and 
the other at the New Elementary School. 

The financial statement of the Fire Dept. for the year 
1931 will be found in the report of the Town Accountant.

REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


To: The Chief Engineer 

Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 

I wish to submit a report of the doings of my work in 
charge of the Fire Alarm System of the Fire Department and 
also other activities for which I am responsible:— 

This year we have installed two boxes, one No. 272 at 
County Rd. & Nye Street and one No. 273 at Nye and Chester 
Streets, which in conjunction with Box 47 covers that section 
of Megansett very well. 

We have installed new underground connections to re- 
place the present overhead and underground construction 
on the auxiliary pull stations in Lawrence High and the Jun- 
ior High Schools. The old underground cable is in very bad 
condition and liable to break down at any time. We have 
extended our new construction to include the Grammar 
School. We are also placing a new box No. 628 on the new 
Grammar School which will be the box assigned to the 
school buildings, i. e., Lawrence High School, the Junior High 
School and the New Grammar School. 

Box 28, which was formerly on the auxiliary shunt cir- 
cuit, in the schools, has been hooked up with a new sprinkler 
system recently installed in the W. C. Davis Co. building. 

All of our boxes are now equipped so that we can tele- 
phone over our own circuits. It is only necessary to send 
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through a telephone signal and the man on the watch desk 
adjusts his meters and communication is possible. 

This year it was necessary to practically reconstruct our 
lines from the Pumping Station Road to Sippiwissett Corner 
on the old Falmouth and North Falmouth Road. This was 
made necessary by the construction on the part of the Tele- 
phone and Light Companies. The location and the ee of 
the poles being changed in many instances. 

We have also installed several tappers in West Falmouth. 
We found it necessary, particularly in order to insure protec- 
tion during meal hours, having only one man in that sta- 
tion. 

At Station 5, Woods Hole, we have constructed a Fire 
Alarm Signal Room. Here, as in the other new installations, 
we have centralized all the equipment, which makes for 
economy, convenience and dependability. 

On our panel we have mounted:— 

A Recording Water Pressure Guage, an Electric Clock, 
a Master Box and Code Wheels, Telephone, Magnetic Light 
Switch, together with the different control switches for the 
equipment. 

Directly below, a Punch Register and Take-up Reel is 
mounted on a shelf, so that the man on watch can go 
through any evolution without leaving his panel. 

We have had our usual amount of replacing, repairing 
and maintaining our equipment, along with some minor con- 
struction. 

This year we installed a new Fire Alarm Signal Whistle 
together with a 4 ft. by 9 ft. air tank to augment a capacity 
of our old system which consisted of one 3 ft. by 9 ft. tank. 
An installation of this sort calls for considerable pipe fit- 
ting. It also necessitated some electrical construction as it 
operates on a system of relays and timer, operating from 
storage batteries. We feel, however, that we have the most 
dependable system that could be OHGEAB ES; as well as a very 
well constructed system. 

The traffic lights, which are in charge of the Fire Alarm 
Department, have operated satisfactorily, although the lights 
at Quissett 4-corners can be expected to give out at any 
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time. The control box in this case is an old Essco and as in 
the case of the Essco at North Falmouth, may let go at any 
time. The construction at Quissett is in very bad condition 
also. 

At North Falmouth, we have been obliged to make certain 
changes in the operation of our signals to meet the State’s 
requirements, as well as to eliminate radio interference. We 
are also compelled to do the same at Quissett, which means 
that it will cost approximately as much to equip the Essco 
control for these lights as it would to replace it with a G. E. 
Control so equipped. 

In view of these facts, we recommend that the Essco at 
Quissett be replaced with a suitable G. E. and also that the 
electrical construction be replaced.

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Report of the School Committee for the Year 
Ending December 31, 1931 


Forthwith is set down a brief outline of the activities of 
your School Committee for the year ending December 31, 
1931. 

During the year the Committee has held nineteen meet- 
ings, twelve regular and seven special. These meetings aver- 
age two and one-half hours in length consuming in all dur- 
ing the course of the year forty-eight hours of each member’s 
time, the equivalent of six working days of eight hours for 
each member of the Committee. 

The total enrollment in the schools on December 17, 1931 
was 1,405 which shows an increase of thirty-one over the 
same time last year, but is twenty-eight less than the total 
number enrolled at the close of school in June 1931. 

It will be remembered that late in 1930 the Committee 
decided that due to overcrowding in the Village School it 
would be necessary to construct a new school for the ele- 
mentary grades in the near future. Accordingly your Com- 
mittee voted at the first meeting in January to insert an 
article in the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting asking 
for an amount sufficient to construct a new elementary 
school. This article received the generous support of the 
voters and the new school is now nearing completion, the 
construction being carried on under the supervision of a spe- 
cial committee appointed for this duty at the Annual Town 
Meeting. 

Realizing the danger involved in the proximity of the 
public highways to. the schoolhouses the Committee felt it 
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wise to go on record as not in favor of the laying out or con- 
structing of any public roads passing across property used for 
school purposes. 

Complying with a request from Dr. T. L. Swift, Inspector 
of Health, the Committee gave the use of the basement of 
the Village School for a comfort station during the period 
when school was closed for the summer recess, the need for 
such accommodations in the center of the shopping district 
being quite evident. 

During the summer several necessary repairs were made 
cn the various school houses. At the East Falmouth School 
several minor repairs were made. At the Teaticket School 
new concrete floors were installed in the basement and the 
tile floors installed last year were shellaced. The basement 
walls at the Village School were whitewashed and the floor 
given a new coat of paint. In addition to minor repairs the 
trim and window sashes of the High and Junior High Schools 
were painted. At the Woods Hole School, which received a 
thorough renovating last year, it was necessary only to re- 
pair a small leak in the roof and make one or two other small 
repairs. 

In view of the fact that a large number of adults were 
without employment at the time for harvesting the cranberry 
crop the Committee felt it wise this year to instruct the Sup- 
erintendent of Schools not to issue any permits to school 
children to be absent from school for the purpose of picking 
cranberries, except in cases that were especially urgent. 

At its regular meeting in October, the Committee voted 
not to open the Junior High School on Sunday for use in 
connection with Sunday football games. This action was 
taken as a result of frequent acts of petty thievery and re- 
peated damaging of the premises which the parties to whom 
the use of the building was given seemed unable to stop. 

At the regular December meeting your Committee pre- 
pared the budget for school expenses for the year 1932. Real- 
izing the need for strict economy in all town financing, espe- 
cially at this time, great care was taken and considerable 
thought was given to cutting the budget to a minimum. The 
budget which will be submitted to your Finance Committee 
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and later to the voters in Town Meeting is, therefore, ap- 
proximately $6000 less than that presented for 1931.

Gentlemen: 

The Aviation Committee submits herewith its report for 
the year 1931. The existing facilities have been maintained, 
enlarged and improved, reasonable use was made by visiting 
planes. The useable landing area turf is in good condition. 
Satisfactory agreement has been reached for the removal 
of the power line. The poles are at the field and erecticga 
will be carried out by the Cape and Vineyard Electric Light 
Company. 

The Williams Fliers Corporation was granted the privil- 
ege of the field as a base and it is our observation that they 
carried on for the best interests of the Town. Mr. Truman 
Fassett, their manager, has made written requests for the 
same privileges for next year, under the name of the Fal- 
mouth Fliers, and it is our hope that the 1932 Committee 
will extend the same privileges to them. 

We recommend that the Town appoint a Special Commit- 
tee of five (5) with full authority, in connection with the 
Board of Selectmen, to continue the study, to serve as a Board 
of Management and Control in the further development and 
operation of the field at Hatchville and that an appropriation 
of $1,300 be made for the following purposes: 

1. Rental. 

2. Seasonable preparation for the existing land areas. 

3. Administration. 

4. General Maintenance.

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Report of Committee on Protection of Long Pond 


Watershed. . 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

We beg to submit the following report of the work of this 
committee during the year 1931. 

In accordance with the vote of the town at the last an- 
nual town meeting, the large tract of land at the north end 
of Long Pond running from the State Road easterly to and 
across the Brick Kiln Road was purchased from the Estate 
of Loretta B. Weld. This comprises in all 103.25 acres which 
will be planted with evergreens as a further protection to 
the watershed. Two parcels of land on the west side of the 
pond were also purchased from Samuel and Isabel Moore, 
these two parcels comprising 10 acres. All the foregoing land 
was purchased at a price of $50 an acre. As a result of these 
additions there is now a total of 72.8 acres of land in the 
watershed of Long Pond which has been purchased for the 
protection of the water supply. In addition there are ap- 
proximately 74 acres controlled by the Trustees of Public Res- 
ervations and 85 acres under the control of the Town Forest 
Committee. 

Early in the summer negotiations were begun with cer- 
tain owners on the easterly side of the pond with a view to 
purchasing their land. After careful examination of the ter- 
ritory and conferences with various authorities having ex- 
perience in such matters, we were of the unanimous opinion 
that it was desirable to purchase land right up to Gifford 
Street and Brick Kiln Road wherever possible. We have re- 
ceived assurances from owners of the following parcels that 
they are willing to sell their holdings for $50 an acre, and 
articles will be inserted in the warrant for the next town 
meeting providing for acquiring them: Forbes Estate 100 
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acres; Est. Thomas H. Lawrence, et. al., 40 acres; Virtue B. 
Gifford, 4 acres. 

Your committee is of the unanimous opinion that it is 
very desirable and necessary to acquire these parcels of land 
and to continue the work of acquiring sufficient land around 
the pond to adequately protect it from the possibility of any 
future nuisances. We are advised that this policy is thor- 
oughly approved by the State Board of Public Health who, 
by law, must give its approval to all acquisition of land for 
the protection of public water supply. 

The survey work has been continued throughout the year 
by our Engineer, G. A. Griffin, and the topography showing 
the watershed divide has been completed around the pond. 
All contours have been surveyed over an area of 303 acres, 
and 10.3 miles of stadia traverse have been run for this pur- 
‘pose. This has all been plotted on the scale of 1 inch to 100 
feet with a contour interval of 5 feet and will be reduced to 
2 scale of 1 inch to 200 feet and show all topography, such 
roads as were crossed during the work, and property lines. 
Property surveys have been made with transit and tape of a 
total length of 13,800 feet on all the areas so far taken and 
work is now in progress on the prospective purchases. This 
work requires greater accuracy than the topographical work 
and the cost of this should be properly included in the pur- 
chase of the land. Although the funds for the Long Pond 
survey are practically exhausted, it is recommended that pro- 
visions be made for these property line surveys by including 
their cost in the amount appropriated for purchase.

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Report of the Town Forest Committee. 


That Forestry is becoming of increasing importance in 
the present unemployment situation is evidenced by the fact 
that the Government, the states, cities and towns have rec- 
ognized it as a means of profitably employing large numbers 
of unemployed persons. The state of New York has voted 
to use the large sum of $9,000,000 for forestry purposes in 
the next few years; many of our towns have added to their 
forest areas and other towns not already owning such lands 
have started this important work. 

We in Falmouth are indeed fortunate in having so cen- 
trally located what will become in the future a splendid tract 
of forest land, surrounding our water supply, and which with 
certain restrictions may be used as a recreational park by 
the people of the town. 

During the past year your committee has completed the 
planting of the land in Good Will Park and the town land to, 
the North West of Long Pond, we may now turn our atten- 
tion to the large area of over 100 acres, to the East of the 
pond, and which has been recently acquired by the town from 
the Weld Estate. A part of this land which is directly on 
the water shed of Long Pond; your committee with the ap- 
propriation made at the Special town meeting has been clean- 
ing up so that planting may be started in the Spring. We 
are leaving some of the best trees on this area such as hickory, 
maple, flowering dogwood, etc., and these will be supplement- 
ed with plantings of evergreens on the water shed. Consid- 
erable cord wood cut from the dead trees on the land has 
been distributed by the Welfare Department to needy per- 
sons. 
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Roads leading into the area have been cleaned out and 
a fire break is being cut along the north side. 

A forest Survey of the whole area about Long Pond has 
been started with the co-operation of the Department of 
Conservation and it is hoped that this Survey will greatly 
help your committee in all of its future work. 

Over 20,000 young trees were planted in 1931 and owing 
to the very favorable season there were very few losses and 
the growth among the earlier planted trees has been Satis- 
factory. 

Your committee would recommend an appropriation of 
$1000.00 for 1932.

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Report of Tree Warden.

Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit for your approval the annual report 
of the Tree Warden for the year ending December 31, 1931. 

The general pruning of our trees along the highways and 
streets was attended to in due season. 

We have endeavored to start a program of planting and 
feeding of our trees; and they have showed very noticeable 
effects along this line. This work should be continued, es- 
pecially the planting along our new streets, which has added 
greatly to the appearance and is appreciated by the abutters. 

The Tent Caterpillars were more numerous than pre- 
vious years and called for a larger expenditure to keep this 
pest under control. 

We had a bad infestation of Elm Leaf Beetle on our Elm 
trees at Woods Hole, and they were also struck with a blight 
the first part of the summer. We believe this blight was 
caused by a heavy salt fog carried inland by a strong wind, 
which turned the foliage on many of the trees to an unsightly 
brown color, but was overcome by a new growth during the 
summer. The Willow trees in this section were also affected 
by this blight. 

There are without doubt opportunities to do planting and 
more extensive work on our trees to beautify our Town on a 
much larger scale. However, it has been my slogan to just 
take care of the necessities until such time that we are finan- 
cially able to start a program of this kind. 

I recommend the same appropriation namely, two 
thousand dollars for this department to carry on the usual 
work for 1932.

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Report of Moth Superintendent. 


Honorable Board of Selectmen;

Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit for your approval the annual report 
of the Moth Superintendent for the year ending December 31, 
1931. 

Our first problem for the spring of 1931 was the task of 
taking care of the Brown-tail nests which were unusually 
thick in different parts of the Town, especially Waquoit. By 
heavy cutting and spraying later we have reduced the num- 
ber considerably. 

Altho the past season has not been a good one for the 
control of the Gypsy Moth, because of the rainy weather, as 
a whole the infestation was below the average year. 

The Fall Web Worm is becoming a dangerous pest as 
evident by its presence this fall. Because of the unsightly 
appearance of these webs along our streets it is necessary 
to spray and cut them off which also calls for an extra ex- 
penditure of labor, trucking and material. 

The Elm Leaf Beetle is another task which is calling for 
a second spraying to take the proper care of our beautiful 
Elm trees. 

Because of the extra work necessary to take care of the 
Fall Web Worm and the Elm Leaf Beetle, and knowing that 
it is dangerous to let these pests live on our trees we are 
asking for a slight increase in the appropriation for this de- 
partment. 

I recommend that the sum of ($4,380.00) be appropriated 
for this department to carry on its work for 1932.

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Report of Town Survey. 4 


To the Board of Selectmen; 
Falmouth, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

Progress of the town survey for the year 1931 is as fol- 
lows: 

The areas surveyed were almost entirely woodlands cov- 
ering the section north of the Brick Kiln Road to the Bourne 
Line, bounded on the west by the State Highway and on the 
east by the Sandwich and Hatchville Roads and the Coona- 
messett Ranch. 

The woodlands south of the Mill Road and east of the 
telephone trunk line and Sam. Turner Road are almost en- 
tirely plotted with the correct owners given. That section be- 
tween the Mill Rd. and Bourne line and west of the telephone 
line is not plotted, but considerable surveying was done in 
this area and many old bounds found. To complete this it 
will be necessary to have the old deeds. This section of the 
town lies in the new purchase and was first laid out by the 
proprietors in the year 1713. 

The Waquoit section was practically completed this year, 
requiring but little more work to complete the same. 

The assessors’ records were compared with the maps and 
deeds read and checked against the survey. This required 
considerable time but brought to light many cases where ad- 
ditional acreage was found, not only in the woodland sec- 
tion but also in the more valued sections of the town. 

Thirty one plans were traced on cloth and blue prints 
made for the assessors and bound in two sets of covers for their 
use, thus preserving the original plans which would soon be- 
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come worn out through constant use, also making available 
to engineers, lawyers, town officials or any other person, blue 
print copies of any section of the town when complete. Trac- 
ing of these maps should be continued not only for the ad- 
vantages above stated but that it gives you a copy that 
would replace the original in case of loss by fire or otherwise. 
Your committee feels that while we might complete the 
work of the Town survey this year if the same appropriation 
were made as last year; it would however be better to make 
a smaller appropriation and carry the work over into another 
year. The most important part of the work is done but there 
are still many loose ends to gather together but as the asses- 
sors now have a quite complete map for their purposes it is 
not necessary to finish the work this year; we therefore re- 
quest that the sum of $2500 be appropriated.

I herewith submit the sixth annual report of the Build- 
ing Commissioner, for the year 1931. 

The season of adversity has not been as great in Fal- 
mouth as in other communities; because there have been 
52 new dwellings built at an estimated value of $264,300.00. 
The very fact that there is a Slight increase of building con- 
struction instead of decrease in such adverse times as these, 
shows that Falmouth is growing, and in a healthy way. I 
am pleased to report that the total number of new dwellings 
constructed this year were only three less than last year. 

The number of permits for all types of Buildings issued 
for this year equals 126 as against 168 for the preceding year. 

The following is a table showing the number of permits 
and the reported cost of construction, during each month 
as well as the comparative figures for the last six years, in 
which the department has operated.

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Report of Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Mass. 

The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
year 1931, with recommendations for immediate and future 
consideration. : 

Regular meetings of the Board are held the first Wednes-~ 
day of each month except during the summer, and at such 
other times as conditions may require. 

Mr. N. B. K. Brooks was legally appointed a member of 
the Board in place of Mrs. Josephine W. Lawrence, resigned. 

When deemed advisable on important matters, the Board 
has continued to consult with Mr. Arthur A. Shurcliff of Bos- 
ton, nationally known town planning advisor, and his advice 
has been closely followed. 

In its annual report last year the Planning Board out- 
lined constructive suggestions on several major projects of 
town development. Unfortunately no progressive action was 
authorized by the town. The worthiness of the projects, how- 
ever, is in no sense impaired as the merits of carefully studied 
plans are not lessened by temporary disinterest which is very 
possibly due to a general lack of information as to the real 
need for the improvements recommended. The Planning 
Board recognizes that one of its prime duties is to inform 
the townspeople accurately and clearly on all such matters, 
and particularly on those where present foresight can avoid 
future difficulties. The Board plans to invite all citizens in- 
terested in town planning and development to meet with 
them at certain specified meetings during the coming year 
and discuss such matters. 
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The Planning Board believes that present unsettled " 
economic conditions make unwise any action on major pro- 
jects of town planning this year. The Board nevertheless 
emphasizes that the citizens of the town should keep in mind 
the eventual desirability of such important matters as the 
following: 


1—Increased automobile parking accommodations. 


2—A new Street parallel to Main Street on the South, 
primarily between the Old Grammar School property 
and Shore Street. 


3—Adoption of a definite plan for the development of 
the Civic Center group of public buildings. 


4—The relief of excessive traffic on Main Street by rout- 
ing through traffic via a cut-off highway from Palmer 
avenue to Falmouth Heights. 


5—The improvement of the dangerous Falmouth Heights 
corner. 


6—The improvement and uSe, under proper restrictions, 
of portions of the shore property around Shiverick’s 
Pond. 


7—The acquiring of the Henry Clay Lewis property by 
the Town. 


8—The improvement of unsightly shores at the northerly 
end of Falmouth Harbor. 


9—Consideration of the need for a Town Office Building. 


On all these projects the Planning Board will submit sug- 
gestions and plans at appropriate times. 


Five matters which are worthy of immediate action are 
recommended by the Board for consideration at the 1932 an- 
nual town meeting: 


1—To provide a suitable arrangement for necessary drive- 
ways to serve the new Elementary School Building, 
including grading around the building. 
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} 2—To authorize the preparation of a detailed survey of 
the areas affected by the possible new street parallel 
to Main Street on the south, between the Old Gram- 
mar School and Shore Street, and a preliminary lay- 
out plan for such street, to be submitted at the 1933 
town meeting for consideration. 


3—To provide for the improvement of the present danger- 
ous corners on the West-North Falmouth Shore Road 
near the large Rand residence. 


4—To provide the necessary extension of Ludlam Street 
to connect Walker Street and Prospect Street. 


5—To provide a traffic regulation light at the intersec- 
tion of Church Street and State Highway in Woods 
Hole. 


The Planning Board will continue to exert its strongest 
efforts to serve and promote the best interests of the Town 
of Falmouth.

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MILK INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


Have issued seventy-nine (79) milk licenses. The milk 
has been tested regularly as to State requirements. Total 
Solids 12 percent; Fat 3.35 percent. Cream not less than 15 
percent fat; also test for bacteria. 

The number of tests for the year—119. 

Number of convictions for sale of milk below standard—0. 

The result of all tests are kept on record which is kept 
for the benefit of anyone who cares to see them by calling 
at the Health Office, Town Hall. 

The Board of Health adopted a regulation in November, 
1928, to take effect on June 1, 1929, that no milk shall be sold 
except from cows that have been tuberculin tested or milk 
pasteurized. This gives Falmouth the honor of being the 
largest Town in the State having such an ordinance. Every 
cow (602) in the Town has been tuberculin tested, making 
Falmouth 100 percent tuberculin tested. 

A Regulation was adopted which became effective on and 
after June 1st, 1930 as follows: 


“No person, firm or corporation, or their employees, shall 
serve or sell milk in the Town of Falmouth, that is to be con- 
sumed on the premises where sold, from any hotel, restaur- 
ant, store lunch room, or fountain, road side booth or stand, 
or tearoom, or any boarding house where practice is made of 
serving meals to transients except in the original stoppered 
bottle, as received from a milk plant or dairy.” 


Our Inspector has inspected all cow barns and pig pens 
in the entire Town, as the State law requires. 

The Selectmen in February 1930 appointed their Health 
Inspector as Inspector of Live and Slaughtered Animals and 
also of Food. The number of Live Animals that have been 
inspected to date are 602. There are yet to be inspected as 
the law requires, before February 1, 1932, all sheep, pigs and 
goats which as yet has not been completed. 

Thirty-three (33) dogs which bit persons during 1931 
were examined and inspected for symptoms of rabies. Two 
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(2) positive cases of Rabies were found. The Selectmen upon 
recommendation of the Health Department, passed a regu- 
lation restricting dogs from running at large which proved 
to be very beneficial in regard to controlling the Rabies scare. 
The number of dog bites from January 1st to July 1st, the 
date of the restriction, were 20, reported by physicians. From 
July 1st to October 1st, only 11 cases were reported, which 
plainly shows that the above restriction was beneficial for 
during the period of quarantine only 11 dog bites were re- 
ported, when at that season of the year we have the largest 
number of dogs. 

The carcasses inspected of Slaughtered Animals to date 
are: Calves 4; Pigs 104; Cows 6.

All reactors are replacements—Cows that have been 
brought into the Town since the previous inspection. 

We find that the health work has been greatly facilitat- 
ed by the establishment, by this department, of a Health and 
Welfare Committee, composed of Miss Metzner and Miss Ross, 
nurses of the Falmouth Nursing Association, Miss Holden, 
School Nurse, Miss Turner, Agent, Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, Mr. Stowers, Truant Officer, Mr. F. T, 
Lawrence, Chairman of Welfare Department and your Health 
Inspector. The meetings have been held regularly and the 
results of the knowledge of one department to the other has 
been more than Satisfactory, as to Health development. 

The condition on the water front in the vicinity of the 
newly constructed stone jetty at Falmouth Heights has de- 
veloped very serious objections by all the people in this vicin- 
ity, as to an odor. This Department has been asked to abate 
the same and after considerable investigation find that the 
Same is not under the control of the local Board of Health. 
After a report from the State Department of Public Health, 
as to medical advice, and a report from the State Depart- 
ment of Engineering, after several analyses, it was reported 
that although this odor may be objectionable, there was not 
any cause existing that would make this a menace to the 
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public health. Our Town Counsel advised that this subject 
was not contestable by the local Board of Health and sug- 
gested an article in the Town Warrant for the Town’s vote 
for a committee to co-operate with the State Departments 
for some method of abatement and at the present time co- 
operation with these Departments is being made for the 
above purposes. 

For several years the waters of Shiverick Pond have been 
tested by the State Department of Public Health,, as to pol- 
lution making it unfit for ice-cutting purposes. Each test 
has shown more and more pollution, caused by sewerage dis- 
posal until the last test in 1931 showed such a development 
of pollution to the extent that the water is now unfit to be 
used for ice-cutting for domestic purposes. This pond has 
now been closed by your Health Department for ice-cutting 
purposes for domestic use. 

The State Department of Health, through the coopera- 
tion of the School and Health Departments has established 
a clinic, known as the Chadwick Clinic, held at the different 
schools for the purpose of research work for Tuberculosis as 
well as the general conditions of the scholars who are in any 
way deficient as to perfect health. Results are as follows:

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Report of the Finance Committee 


We have great faith in the future of Falmouth provided 
the tax rate is kept at $25 or less per thousand. If the voters 
of Falmouth will follow the recommendations of the finance 
board we will have a conservative and constructive town pro- 
gram. 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 

We believe that the following statement, prepared for the 
guidance of the Finance committee in considering the budget 
and warrant recommendations for 1932 by our Town Account- 
ant is well worth the study of the voters before taking action 
at the coming town meeting: 

Finance Committee.

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen:— 

Upon your shoulders this year rests a great responsibility, 
you have a service, even a duty to perform, such as no Fin- 
ance Committee has faced in the past. Upon you rests the 
responsibility of advising the voters of Falmouth just what 
they should and can afford to appropriate. 

The present financial situation is much different than 
we have ever faced before and I know of no better words to 


express this condition than those printed in the Boston News 
Bureau this morning, Jan. 14, 1932 and I quote the following: 
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PERPLEXING MUNICIPAL FINANCE SITUATION 
Normal Credit Sources Closed To Cities And Towns In Need 
Of Temporary Funds—Private Investor Not 
Satisfied With Unbalanced Budgets 


“Many municipalities of Massachusetts, and other sections 
of the country, are finding that the normal sources of their 
temporary borrowings, secured in anticipation of tax revenue, 
have been almost completely closed to them. As they are 
under a heavy burden of welfare activity, unemployment re- 
lief, etc., not a few are currently faced with most perplexing 
cperating problems. 

The recent reversal in the municipal financing market 
is one of the most drastic on record. Last summer investors 
were tumbling over themselves to buy municipal bonds and 
notes. Notes were sold on a 2% and 1.50% basis, and one 
city even borrowed for a few weeks at 1.06%. At present 
“municipals” can be sold only on a 5%, 6% or even 7% basis, 
if at all. Nothing more revolutionary has occurred, of course, 
than a shift from under-supply to under-demand for such 
paper. The market, whether institutional or private, has al- 
most completely dried up. 


THE DESIRE FOR GREATEST LIQUIDITY 


Despite political pressure, dealers cannot be expected to 
buy “municipals” when they know they cannot resell them, 
nor can the banks when they act as dealers. The private in- 
vestor is most conservative today, and is not satisfied with 
the manner in which municipal expenditures have been 
handled in the past. For temporary investment he prefers 
government bonds, now affording liberal yields, or bankers’ 
acceptances. The bank which normally carries an inventory 
of municipals for resale or for its own investment, is today 
forced to maintain a position of extreme liquidity where it 
can at all times and in case of sudden pressure, care for the 
demands of its depositors, its regular customers and its cor- 
respondents. 
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It is this unanimous desire for greatest liquidity on the 
part of banks and the conservative attitude of private in- 
vestors, that have so nearly closed the market for municipal 
paper. Competition for funds in enormous volume on the 
part of the federal government is also looming. In some cases, 
city funds have been “frozen” in closed banks. 

A few city officials have felt that municipal notes should 
be made rediscountable by the Federal Reserve banks, and 
some entertain the erroneous impression that they are al- 
ready rediscountable. As a matter of fact they cannot he 
rediscounted by the Reserve banks. They are legal invest- 
ments for the latter, however, although they have not been 
purchased in any great amount in recent years. 


MUNICIPAL EXTRAVAGANCE MUST STOP 


Some drastic action apparently is necessary to bring home 
to the voters the need for municipal economy. The increased 
burden of taxation is not brought to bear upon a large enough 
proportion of the population to cause, as yet, a halt in muni- 
cipal extravagance. In the biggest year, only 7% of the 
population of Massachusetts paid a state income tax, only 
11% paid real estate taxes and only 17% real estate and tan- 
gible property taxes. Thorough understanding of the need 
for retrenchment, such as will bring a real change, may 
therefore come only when the city’s plight is brought vivid- 
ly into the open by inability to meet payroll and other day- 
to-day expenses of government. 

Even today there is no adequate understanding by cer- 
tain city officials that all the funds they have must come 
from a body of citizens whose income and tax-paying ability 
have definite limitations. At the meeting in Boston last Sat- 
urday of the Mayors’ Club, the emphasis was much more on 
methods of raising new taxes than on curtailing expenses. 
Unlike the individual and the corporation, who budget outgo 
to reduced income, certain municipalities still try to main- 
tain their expenditures on the old or higher level, without 
being able to show an ability to raise the funds to support 
their credit.” 
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The recent record throughout the Commonwealth with 
respect to collection of taxes is good. On Jan. 1, 1932, the 
average collection by the 39 cities of the Commonwealth was 
144% above that of Jan. 1, 1931 and 3% above that of Jan. 
1, 1930. IN FALMOUTH THE AVERAGE OF COLLECTIONS ON 
JAN. 1, 1932 WAS 444% BELOW THAT OF JAN. 1, 1931 AND 
6% BELOW THAT OF JAN. 1, 1930. On Jan. 1, 1932 we had 
$87,233.26 unpaid taxes as compared with $59,610.83 on Jan. 
1, 1931 and $48,070.46 on Jan. 1, 1930, and our Balance Sheet 
on Jan. 1, 1932, shows a deficit of $37,350.77 in place of a $30,- 
‘(000 surplus two years ago. These figures must prove to you 
without a question of a doubt that the tax burden has be- 
come too heavy for our taxpayers to bear and that immedi- 
ate relief must be provided. 

We have met with difficulties in obtaining temporary 
loans in anticipation of taxes and while arrangements have 
finally been made today to obtain a loan during next week, 
we will be unable to pay any bills on our next pay day, Mon- 
day, Jan. 18, 1932, other than salaries and wages.

Water Front

The undersigned COMMITTEE ON PROTECTION OF 
WATER FRONT, appointed the last annual town meeting 
(February 1931) have attended to their duties and respect- 
fully report as follows: 

Your committee consulted with the office of Major 
Charles H. Taylor of Providence, R. I., under whose charge 
the shores of Vineyard and Nantucket Sounds are placed. 
They also consulted with Gen. Hale of the Dept. of Public 
Works, State House, Boston and the Federal Beach Erosion 
Board. The committee then consulted with private engineer- 
ing firms who have had experience in water front protection 
and finally decided to employ as consultant the firm of Fay, 
Spofford and Thorndike, Engineers of Boston. Mr. John Ayer 
of this organization made a visit to Falmouth and went care- 
fully over the problems of beach protection with your com- 
mittee. A summary of the decision reached is set forth in 
the letter and plan from Fay, Spofford, and Thorndike at- 
tached hereto; to be filed at the Selectmen’s office. 

In the judgment of your committee the town should at 
once construct 350 lineal feet of protection agreed upon, the 
cost of which is estimated as approximately $17.50 per foot. 
This can be contracted for and constructed under the direc- 
tion and supervision of the Highway Surveyor. 
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Your committee believes that this is the best economical 
method which the town can at present adopt for the protec- 
tion of its shores to the eastward of Falmouth Heights.

Report of Department of Public Welfare 


In making my report for the second year of my services 
in the Welfare Department, I wish to call attention to sev- 
eral matters that should be of interest to everyone interested 
in the conditions in that part of our population that needs 
aid. 

The past year has seen several causes that made the de- 
mand on this department greater than ever before. The 
lack of work, the partial failure of crops, the low prices given 
for products of the farm and the coming of many people 
from other towns and cities which we have to help and while 
the money in many cases is paid back eventually, it has to 
be paid out of my funds and appears as an expenditure. Also, 
the Old Age Pension was added to my department without 
any additional money being appropriated. In 1930 my appro- 
priation was $21,830.30 and I spent $20,477.37, leaving a bal- 
ance of $1,352.93 and unpaid bills of $136.86. In 1931 I was 
given an appropriation of $22,142.00 and at a special meeting 
was given $2,000.00, making a total amount of money given 
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me of $24,142.00. Of this amount I spent $24,122.01 and have 
Still outstanding bills of $782.64 at the present time, making a 
total cost of this department of $24,884.66. The Old Age Pen- 
sion expenditures from August 24, 1931 to January 1, 1932 
were $1,591.50 and it is estimated that for the year 1932 it will 
cost the Town of Falmouth $7,000. 

I have had the hearty co-operation of the Inspector of 
Health, the Truant Officer and the various nurses, as well as 
the State Officer of the Society of Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children and their help was much appreciated. This Com- 
mittee has met twice a month and has tried to relieve all cases 
of need. 

I have asked for $24,923.00 for the coming year and hope 
to be able to get through the year with that amount. 

The cost of the Town Infirmary was less in 1931 than 
in 1930 and the receipts were more. At the beginning of 1931 
there were six inmates in the Town Home, four men and two 
women. One died during the year so that on December 31, 
1931 we had five inmates. I feel we have a very competent 
keeper and that he and his wife should be complimented on - 
the condition of the Town Home. The farm is in good condi- 
tion. We own three cows and a good flock of hens. The Town 
Infirmary has been improved by extra furniture and extra 
bath room has been installed and also a radio. The inmates 
are well taken taken care of and happy. 

While we feel we shall see no better conditions for the 
coming year, all we can do is to do the best we can to re- 
lieve the worthy poor and I ask the help and advice of all 
those interested in this department and we appreciate and 
welcome constructive criticism.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 

(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 

(b) A list of the appropriations for the past year and 
those recommended for the coming year. 

(c) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 

(d) Reports of all special committees made at any meet- 
ings held during the year, together with any other action taken 
at said meetings, including committee appointments and resol- 
utions passed. 
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(e) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through 
their hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and 
correctness before endorsing the order for their payment by 
the town treasurer. All such orders shall have itemized ac- 
counts attached, showing in detail the names of persons to 
whom payable and the purpose for which such order is drawn 
on the town treasurer. 

Section 2. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
Sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not ;and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 

Section 3. The selectmen shall present to the town 
at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing 
to serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of 
lumber, fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field 
drivers. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 
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Section 5. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 

(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 

(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 

(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount 
of land damages in each instance. 

(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners, on or before the 7th 
day of December of each year, shall make a detailed report to 
the selectmen together with their recommendations. 

Section 2. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Treasurer. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that 
all boards, committees and officers, on or before the 5th and 
20th day of each month (unless otherwise fixed by statute) 
pay to the town treasurer all amounts exceeding ten dollars 
($10.00) collected by them previous to that date, to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


ARTICLE VI. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 
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ARTICLE VII. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 

Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay for transportation 
on the following basis: If the point to which he goes can pe 
reached reasonably directly by railroad, he shall be allowed 
the amount of the railroad fare to and from that point; if the 
point is not easily accessible by railroad, he shall be allowed 
pay for transportation at the rate of ten (10) cents per mile 
to and from the point in question. 

Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 

Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VIII. General. 


Section 1. No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer. appointed by the legal voters of the town, 
authorized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of 
the town for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise 
furnished by the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either 
directly or indirectly for himself or for any other person, re- 
ceive any commission, discounts, bonus, present or reward 
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from the persons making such sale, loan, contract or agree- 
ment for furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or committee 
of the town in his individual capacity shall contract or have 
any interest in a contract with the town; except in the case of 
publicly advertised competitive contracts. 

Section 2. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 

Section 3. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on or before the 30th day of December in 
each year settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys due on their accounts. 


Section 4. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 5. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 6. Any persons indebted to the town for 
poll taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 


Section 7. The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town officials, members of boards or committees shall 
be paid by the town. 

Section 8. On all town work, for the perform- 
ance of which competitive bids are received, the award of the 
contract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 

Section 9. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time. 7 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the legal by-laws of the Town 
of Falmouth, duly approved and in full force and effect, (ex- 
cept the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate book- 
let). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
Same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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(Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town, shall travel faster than 15 miles per 
hour. 


Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 

Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
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scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations.

QUORUM BY-LAW. 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to the election of town officers. 


(Approved by Attorney General May 18, 1923). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 


Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
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to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its reeommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 

Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 

Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 


BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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stopped to prevent the passage of air. 

(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 

Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 


BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 
Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 
Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be  pub- 
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lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAWS AS TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided, 
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however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a titizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
of 1916. 


Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and residence 
in like manner with such board or officer. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 


Sect. 5. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedler as described in Section three, shall provide himself 
with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. 
Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without 
authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in Sec- 
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tion 10 of this by-law. (Any other board or officer may be 
designated in place of the Board of Health.) 

Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 

Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 

Sect. 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Sect. 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 

Sect. 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 


Sect. 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 

Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931, 
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
